Unfortunately, an occasional 
teacher will use the term "emo­ 
tionally Immature” without re­ 
vealing its real meaning to the 
parent. Once in a great while, 
there may be a teacher who does 
not have a mastery of its true 
meaning herself, but glibly em­ 
ploys the term In self-defense 


as s, sh. all, ch. J, I, r. He may be 
unable to use the blends as fl, fr, 
si, sn, sm, sk. st, bl. br. (My special 
bulletin, "T he Young C hild’s 
Speech." may be had oy sending a 
self-addressed, stamped envelope 
to me In care of this paper ) 
The alert teacher soon discov­ 
ers the special sounds with which 
the child has difficulty.

Signs o f Im m a tu rity 
Clear signs of Immaturity In 
the child are a lack of reasonable 
self-reliance; failure to walt on 
himself as the average child can 
do, and to act and feel fairly com­ 
fortable with the other children, 
and engage reasonably well in 
what they are doing in the class­ 
room or on the playground. He 
appears to his teacher and the 
other children 
as 
noticeably 
babyish. 
The wise teacher hardly will 
describe a child to the parents as 
emotionally Immature, without 
trying to show this parent specific 
ways of helping him gain in 
speech. 
O ften this Im m ature child 
•peaks indistinctly or uses baby 
talk, in which the parents might 
have encouraged him. The speech 
difficulty may be chiefly a matter 
of shyness. Some of these chil­ 
dren even refuse to talk at all at 
school. The shyness hampering 
the child's breathing may cause 
him to speak so lowly that he Isn’t 
heard or to slur many common 
sounds. 
Often it is a matter of his ha- 


especlally by reading to him and 
speaking more distinctly In his 
presence. 
Tied to M other 
As a rule, this immature child 
Is too closely tied emotionally to 
hi3 mother, Is not permitted to 
wait on himself or encouraged to 
dress, bathe, and feed himself. 
Nor is he trained at home to con­ 
form to simple routines and to 
the family program. Nearly al­ 
ways he has not played freely 
with other children of his age. 
As the teacher leads this child's 
parents to see his needs she might 
help them to change their ways 
with him so as gradually to help 
him become more grown-up. 
It s very important for the par­ 
ent of this child not to hope to 
change him all at once. The 
teacher also needs to realise that 
his improvement at best can be 
gradual. Often it Is so gradual 
that the gain may not be mani­ 
fest. Where shyness Is apparent* 
it is particularly desirable that 
everyone working with this child 
be very patient, and keep in mind 
that he will gain in social courage 
fastest toward adults as he comes 
to feel and play more comfortably 
W'.th other children about his own 
age and development
